How much is 
children’s 
safety worth 2??? 


How much is it worth to make sure 
youngsters get to and from school 
safely? 


In Napanee, school crossing guards 
are getting $9.60 a day. In Picton, they 
get $9. But, in Deseronto, the pay 
averages out at only about $5 a day. 


Part of the difference in pay is due to 
the amount of time contracted for. 


The five Napanee crossing guards are 
on duty four times a day...with two 20- 
minute periods and two half-hour 
periods, for a total of an hour and 40 
minutes a day. 


In Deseronto, the three school 
crossing guards are only on duty, 
officially, for four 15-minute periods. 


‘Actually, | work longer than the one 
hour,’ says Bill Woodcock, crossing 
guard at Centre and Dundas Streets. ‘I’m 
there from 8:30 to 9, from 11:45 to 12 
noon; from 12:30 to one and from 3:30 
to 4.’ 


He feels the longer times are 
necessary when children are going to 
school, for their maximum protection. 


The three crossing guards in 
Deseronto are at very busy spots. 
Dundas Street, which the youngsters 
cross, is Highway 2, with a lot of traffic, 
including the Voyageur buses which 
pretty well coincide with two of the 
crossing times. 


‘It’s particularly bad on rainy days,’ Bill 
pointed out. ‘A lot of parents go and 
drive their kids home from school and 
that adds to the amount of traffic 
coming down that steep hill onto 
Dundas Street.’ 


While crossing guards work short 
hours and the pay looks good on an 
hourly basis, holding on to the job 
precludes taking on almost any other 
kind of employment, as they have to be 
available to get to their posts four times 
a day. 

Hours of work and pay schedules are 
presently being negotiated with 
Deseronto Council’s Fire and Police 
Committee. 
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Back from El Salvador — Canada looks good 


W.}. ‘Jack’ Christie, Director of the 
Glenora Fisheries Research Station, 
returned last week from a six-week stint 
in El Salvador, Central America. His job 
was to give a year end ‘overall view’ 
report on the Inland Fisheries 
Development Project being carried out 
in that country by Canadian biologists. 


The three-year project is operated by 
the Canadian Government and is 
designed to assist El Salvador in 
managing its own resources through 
basic research and training. Two 
biologists are presently in the country 
and a third plus a technician will join 
them shortly. 

This Canadian team is assisting the El 
Salvador government in setting up a 
management program for its fresh 
water fisheries. They are starting almost 
at a zero point. This country of 4 million 
packed into an area similar in size to the 
State of Vermont, has no fishing seasons, 
licences, control of gear or catch size. 
They also have no statistics of past yields 
of fish from their lakes and to 
compound the biologist problem they 
‘fiddled around’ with introducing some 
new species into the country which 
have undoubtedly made changes but 
there is no way of telling exactly what. 


Jack reports that the Canadian 
biologists ‘have done astonishing work 
to accomplish what they have against 
the obstacles’. These obstacles include 
depressingly slow delivery of materials 
from Canada and training Salvadorians 
in a country whose ‘training facilities are 
not up to our standards’. 

Of the country itself, Jack had several 
impressions. ‘What struck me first when 
flying in was the lack of trees’. The

country is almost denuded of trees. 
Everything, including the mangroves, 
has been cut down and its a daily chore 
for the peasants to get enough wood to 
cook their food. 

Jack found the underlying current of 
violence ‘rather unnerving’. Every adult

male, other than the peasants, is walking 
around with a gun, and they tend to use 
them. 

The book stall in a city store had the 
whole top shelf full of manuals on the 
care and maintenance of pistols, sub 
machine guns and rifles. 

‘It’s changed my attitude towards gun 
control,’ said Jack. ‘I can certainly see 
the need of it now.’ 

This was Jack’s first encounter with 
working in a ‘Police State’ and he said 
this gave mea new appreciation of living 
in Canada. ‘We're very lucky.’ 


Poet, publishers 
suing Jack Ellis 


A Vancouver poet,and two 
publishers, who received over $100,000 
in Canada Council grants, are suing six 
federal memb ers of Parliament, 
including Hastings MP, Jack Ellis, for 
publically describing their poetry as 
obscene, last year. 


Ellis, who said the poetry was unfit for 
publication in any newspaper must 
answer the summonses in B.C.Supreme 
Court within 21 days. 


Other defendants in the suit are 
several prominent department stores 
and a number of newspapers. 


‘I'm not in the least bit concerned,’ 
said Ellis, at a press conference last 
Friday. ‘I wouldn't back away from this 
for a minute.’ 


‘{’m not against the Canada Council; 
they support some fine Canadian artists, 
but they're not above criticism and I'll 
continue to speak out against grants like 
these.” 


Ellis said he wasn’t in a position to 
make a moral judgement on the poetry 
but was upset because it was funded by 
the taxpayer. He and the other MP’s first 
spoke out against the grant in press 
releases distributed in various ridings 
last year. Several of the papers which 
printed the story were subsequently 
sued.

Plans underway for

Plans are well underway for an official 
opening for the new building of the 
Napanee Region Conservation 
Authority, on June 16.

Rare venomous fish on display at open house

A total of 715 people toured the 
Glenora Fisheries Research Station 
during the 12th annual Open House, last 
Wednesday. Approximately 365 
students, representing eight Kingston 
and Belleville area high schools, also 
toured the facilities the following two 
days 


According to Ministry of Natural 
Resources employee, Jay Hendry, the 
total was down somewhat from last 
year’s figures 


Proving the most popular was the 
aquarium gallery which contained some 
50 species of fish, the majority of them 
indigenous to local waters. Included in 
the display were two rare tadpole 
madtoms, atiny species of catfish caught 
this year at West Lake. Director of the 
fisheries station, Jack Christie, said they 
were the first individuals of this species

This species also was 
termed as rare to the region with the last 
sighting of the fish being made in 1954 in 
Deseronto. This tiny, eight-inch fish, 
which resembles a small northern pike, 
was also caught in West Lake 


An eight-minute slide* show 
introduced the visitors to the work of 
Glenora Fisheries and its aims 


In one section of the building, fish 
aging was explained with samples of 
scales from white and yellow perch 
being shown at the trichinoscope, an 
apparatus which depicts the annual 
growth rings on the scales. Also on 
display here were other methods of 
aging fish including opercular bones, 
spines and ear -stoners, the latter also 
known as otoliths 


New this year was an explanation of 
underwater equipment to be brought in 
to the station later this year. Referred to 
as the trov (tethered remotely operated 
vehicle) the apparatus is a device which 
by its own television equipment, sensors 
and floodlights, can read out water 
chemistry and other data. The trov is 
also equipped with a device which can 
procure samples from the lake bottom 


A display, Project Quinte, served to 
explain how the Glenora staff in 
collaboration with scientists from the 
Ministry of the Environment, Canada 
Centre for Inland Waters, Queen’s 
University, and the University of Guelph 
have been undertaking a study of the 
Bay of Quinte before,and after,the 
institution of phosphate removal in the 
Bay of Quinte municipal sewage plants. 
Studies have indicated that reductions 
in the phosphate loading of any body of 
water can reduce the amount of algae 
present. 


Other displays included fish sampling 
gear, data processing, fish tagging and 
limnological sampling gear. 


The Glenora Fisheries Research 
Station plays an important role in post- 
graduate training. Universities are 
encouraged to assign graduate students 
to research problems here and during 
the busy season, up to a dozen students 
may be employed 


In it early years, the station was staffed 
by o ne biologist, two technicians and a 
secretary. Permanent personnel now

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Little cause for cheering about Bay ‘clean up’ 
‘Horrendous poisons’ lurking on the bottom 


‘The Bay of Quinte is on its way back 
to health,’ ....a top streamer headline in 
the Kingston Whig-Standard informed 
us at the end of last week. 


We think the headline is, to say the 
least, somewhat premature. 


FIRST THE GOOD NEWS... 


The Whig-Standard was quoting Dr 
Donald Hurley of Project Quinte, who 
was reporting on the improvement in 
water quality resulting from improved 
sewage treatment controls 


Project Quinte’s objective, over the 
five-year period following phosphate 
control installations, is to monitor water 
quality, vegetation and animal life. 


At one time, the Bay of Quinte was 
more polluted with nutrients and plant 
growth than any other area in southern 
Ontario, including Lake Erie and the 
Hamilton harbour 


According to last week's Whig- 
Standard report, the improved sewage 
controls have cut the Bay’s phosphorus 
pollution and the amount of algae 
growth in the Bay’s water is down by 
three-quarters according to samples 
taken last year. 


That makes , a for fish...‘ You get 
a higher quality fish with better quality 
water,’ Dr. Hurley pointed out 


The subject of pollution in the 
Bay of Quinte was referred to 
‘jokingly’ by Prince Edward-Lennox 
MPP James Taylor in aspeech about 
his home county to the Ontario 
Legislature on April 2 


Here is a quote from that speech: 


“Of course, in terms of 


commercial fishing, it is more 
difficult lately because of the 
restrictions, restrictions that 


manifest the fear of PCB's, mercury, 
mirex and, maybe, some other 
things that we haven't measured yet 
or haven't discovered. 


Humorous comment from Hansard ... 
MPP Taylor on Pollution 


There’s a catch to it, of course. Not 
everyone can eatthe fish safely 


AND NOW THE BAD NEWS..... 


But the rest of the report doesn’t give 
much reason for cheering. 


To further quote the Whig-Standard: 
‘While work to control nutrient 
pollutants like phosphorus is starting to 
pay off, a new problem has 
emerged...the contamination of fish by 
long-lived dangerous chemicals, such as 
mirex, PCB's and Dioxin. Last week, the 
Ontario Ministry of the Environment 
advised women of child-bearing age 
and young children not to eat fish 
caught in the lake because American 
tests discovered small quantities of 
dioxin in fish. PCB's are invariably found 
with dioxin and both PCB’s and Mirex 
have been discovered in the Bay of 
Quinte at levels requiring restricted 
eating.” 


‘Dr. Hurley called the contaminant 
problem horrendous but says it can be 
met. The first step is identifying the 
contaminant and its source then turn off 
the tap, he said. Once the source 
is eliminated, it is only a matter of time 
before the contaminents are flushed out 
of the lakes or locked up in the lake 
bottom away from fish and people.” 


“Once these chemicals are covered up 


‘But let me say we are graduating 
students every year in the sciences, 
with their sophisticated measuring 
mechanisms, who will be able to 
determine new dangers to our 
health. Then, of course, we can 
implement new regulations and 
new prohibitions to further reduce 
our tourism and our commercial 
fishing. 


‘But seriously, in the eastern 
basin of Lake Ontario we have one 
of the major commercial fishing 
industries. It is a delight indeed.” 


Meet Ruby Tucker — Empey Hill correspondent

When 
we caught up with her last Wednesday 
afternoon she was pouring tea at the 
Quinte Old Timers annual Spring Tea 
and Bazaar. 


in undisturbed lake sediment, they 
don’t reappear,’ he is quoted as saying. 
‘Hopefully, over a period of a few years 
these things become locked away. How 
long it will take, we don't know.’ - 


Meanwhile, the question arises as to 
whether these horrendous chemicals 
will be left undisturbed. 


How, for example, will Ontario Hydro 
submarine its line under the Long Reach 
to Prince Edward County without 
disturbing the poisons at the bottom of 
the Bay? 


Whatever proposals Hydro finally 
comes up with, to submarine the line, 
will have to be approved by the Ontario 
Ministry of the Environment. 


Not much progress has been made on 
the proposals to date, although we were 
told, at the protest hearing in Napanee 
last August,by Hydro’s Gordon Roberts, 
that it was forecast Prince Edward 
County would need 75 megawatts by 
1980 and that, at that point in time, 
present feeder lines would be unable to 
supply it. 

Hydro’s recommendations for the 
line under the Long Reach are ‘still 
being looked at by Hydro’s senior 
people,’ said Jack Muir of the Belleville 
district office on Friday. 


Three methods are being 
considered...one involves a tunnel 40 
feet below the bottom of the Bay and 
the other two involve just dropping the 
line on the bottom of the Bay. 


We still hope to start in 1980 and have 
it in service in the following year,’ Mr. 
Muir said. 
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Are Deseronto voters worms? Will they 
turn? These two notices, one the list of 
eligible electors and the other for 
Worms, 2 cents each, were spotted in 
juxtaposition on a Deseronto tree. 


Food Terminal - Quinte Watergate 


Food is a political issue. In Belleville 
not only the rising food costs are a 
political concern, but also the proposed 
local food terminal is a contentious issue 
among the farmers and the local 
candidates. 


‘The Quinte mini food terminal 
proposal in Belleville is Quint’s mini- 
Watergate,’ claimed Don Wilson, New 
Democrat Candidate, speaking to 
members of the Market Square Farmers 
Association and Belleville citizens 
recently. 


‘Mrs. Manderville, the Liberal 
candidate, and others who have 
originated the proposal have refused to 
meet with the market association 
members or approach them in regard to 
input into a feasability study on the food 
terminal,’ Mr. Wilson claimes. 


Paul Windatt, secretary of the 
Steering Committee for the food 
terminal proposal, outlined the 
proposal under study for a receiving 
unit for local produce and increasing 
produce to the Quinte area. Members 
of the steering committee are lan 
Balsillie, chairman; Mrs. Kay 
Manderville, initiator; Peter Zegouras, 
Quinte area fruit and vegetable 
wholesaler and some area farmers. 


Farmers present at the meeting 
wanted to know the impact of such a 
food terminal on the local family 
farmers who attend the Belleville 
Farmers’ Market. ‘Won't the terminal 
importing fruits and vegetables from 
south western Ontario which are ready 


‘ 


for market two weeks before local 
produce, undercut local growers by 
dumping out-of-area and American 
produce onto the local food market?” 
the farmers wanted to know. 


Another question raised was who will 
own and operate the terminal? No 
answer was forthcoming. 


Don Wilson pointed out that $18,000 
tax dollars have been provided through 
the local Liberal candidate just before 
an election for a feasibility study to be 
completed by April 30. ‘Why such 
haste?’ he asked , and other farmers 
asked how many more dollars would be 
spent there before May 22. 


Members of the farmers market 
agreed that we need to produce and 
find markets for more Quinte farm 
produce but thought that such an 
undertaking should be done publicly 
with full participation of all concerned. 


‘Consultants hired with public tax 
dollars and a local candidate in this 
election who refuses to meet with local 
farmers, as happened today, do not 
inspire much confidence on Market 
Square,’ Mr. Wilson said. 


Paul Windott has promised that 
copies of the feasibility study will be 
made available to the Market 
Association >* d the public in the next 
few dav. and that there will be full 
public disclosure of the proposal and its 
impact on food production, marketing 
and pricing and family farms in the 
Quinte area. 
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Candidates and political parties 


will have to account for spending 


Spending by candidates and political 
parties will oe strictly limited in the May 
22, Federal General Election 


For the first time in ageneral election, 
the spending of money on election 
campaigns will be governed by a 
formula which establishes in advance 
the maximum expenses permitted by 
parties and by candidates in each of 
Canada’s 282 electoral district. 


Other significant changes are: a new 
system of partial reimbursement of 
election expenses to candidates will be 
in effect, and there will be a partial 
rebate of broadcasting costs to political 
Parties; the names of contributors to 
Parties and candidates must be 
recorded and disclosed in all cases 
where a contribution exceeds $100; and 

contributors to parties and candidates 
will be eligible for an income tax credit 
on a portion of their contribution. 


The Elections Act also sets a spending 
limit for each ‘registered’ political party. 
(A registered party is one which is 
registered with the Chief Electoral 
Officer and either was represented in 
the House of Commons on the day 


before dissolution or which before the 
30th day prior to polling day has 
nominated candidates in at least 50 
electoral districts). Each party is limited 
in spending to 30 cents for each name 
on the preliminary list of electors of all 
electoral districts where the party has 
endorsed an official candidate. 


In conjunction with spending limits, 
registered parties and candidates may 
be reimbursed for part of their 
expenses. 


A candidate, to qualify for 
reimbursement, either must be elected 
or obtain 15 per cent of the valid votes. 
This qualification also applies to the 
return of the candidate’s $200 deposit 
that is required to run for office. 


Each candidate must file a report with 
the Returning Officer within four 
months after the election -- the return 
setting out all expenses, plus a 
breakdown of contributions of money, 
goods and services, and a list of the 
names of contributors who donated 
more than $100. A summary of this 
return will be published in a local 
newspaper

However, as many dead 
animal collectors are unwilling to pick 
up skinned carcasses, cadavers are 
being moved to inconspicuous areas on 
farms and left on the surface of the 
ground.

Gene Marlow took charge of this 
program in 1977-78 and was obviosly the 
key to its success. Repeated attempts in 
recent months to find enough help to 
operate the program resulted in his 
decision it would be impossible to 
continue. There may be some baseball,

District youngsters to plant trees 


Youngsters in the Napanee Forestry 
District of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources will be helping to plant 
750,000 trees during National Forests 
Week, May 6 to 11. 


In Hastings County, 190,000 trees will 
be planted; in Prince Edward 80,000; 
in Lennox and Addington, 130,000; in 
Northumberland, 200,00 and in 
Frontenac, 150,000. 


Most of the trees will be planted on 
privately-owned land under 
authorization of the Woodlands 
improvement Act. Agreements, usually 
for 15 years, are signed with landowners,

properties. Cost of the nursery stock is 
born by the property owner 


Although the trees are mostly 
evergreens, more hardwoods are being 
planted each year. Of interest is the 
planting of 6,000 fast-growing poplars. 
Six hundred and twenty of them, from 8 
feet to 16 feet tall, have already been 
planted in holes prepared last fall. The 
rest of the poplar are rooted and 
unrooted cuttings about 10 inches in 
length which are to be planted in areas 
cultivated last fall. 


Already planted are 5,000 each of 
black spruce, white pine, jack pine, 
European larch and Japanese larch ona 
variety of sites to test their suitability for 
specific soil and growing conditions. 


Trees and children have always been 
compatible whether it is climbing them, 
identifying them or planting them. In 
this case it is planting them. The local 4- 
H Forestry Clubs and Boy Sco uts of 
Canada will help direct yungsters in the 
planting of at least 32,000 trees. The trees 
are made availble free of charge

This year we're going to have aterrific 
garden. I've made up my mind about 
that. It has to be terrific to make up for 
the past few years when it hasn't been 
quite up to par 


The first year we were living here, we 
got rather carried awaya and planted 
endless rows of a variety of seeds, 
particularly tomatoes. We had plans for 
making lots of delicious spaghetti sauce. 
There were two different kinds of 
lettuce, Swiss chard, beets, cabbages, 
corn and potatoes, to mention but afew 

We were fairly bursting with 
enthusiasm and the certainty that our 
garden would be our pride and joy 


Alas, this was not to be. Oh, our 
tomatoes grew just fine - they were red, 
juicy and plentiful. So plentiful in fact 
that | found it impossible to keep up 
with tham and many, as they lay getting 
mushy in their basket, ended up 
regrettably in the pig-pen 


1 mourned this terrible waste, but 
what with a young baby and the 
inevitable sleepless nights, an energetic 
four year old, house and animals totend 
to, and an allergy to boot, | found | 
couldn't cope 


I'm afraid the weeds grew faster than 
our vegetables - our poor cabbages 
were attacked by bugs, and our lettuce 
was shredded by the chickens. Of the 
corn, | could find scarcely a sign, and the 
potatoes were a sorry sight indeed. That 
the Swiss chard, green beans and onions 
made it along with a few beets was a 
miracle 


1 remember that the rows were so 
long that by the time I'd finished 
weeding one, | felt like I'd done a day's 
work. There were many times when 
working in the middle of a row, a 
sudden loud wailing cry would assail my 
ears - the signal that nap-time was over 
\'d down my tools and run back to the 

house to care for my infant 


Thus my weeding attempts were 
thwarted for some considerable time, 
the end result being an extremely 
contented healthy baby, a weary, very 
slim mother, and a garden that looked 
like an African jungle 


When anyone dropped by and asked 
how our garden was doing, and where it 
was, I'd wave my hand vaguely in the 
general direction of that grotesque 
entanglement of weeds and hurriedly 
say, ‘Oh, it’s not doing so well this year, 
how’s yours?’ Then I'd be sorry I'd asked 
for I'd hear a glowing account of how 
everything was shooting up, and the 
corn was ‘this high’, and I'd quickly try 
to change the subject. ‘Well, there’s 
always next year,’ | thoiught dejectedly 


The following year, we decided to try 
the mulch method. We had read all 
kinds of books on the subject and were 

* confident that we'd found the way to 
beat the weeds. So, while our 
neighbours were busy with their roto- 
tillers, we were even busier putting 
down our mulch 


We were determined to make it work. 
However, our garden was just as large as

This year we’re really going to have a great garden 


we needed an awful lot of mulch - which 
needless to say, we didn’t have. So, the 
weeds began rearing their ugly heads 
again - far too many of them. We did 
better than the year b efore, and | was 
able to freeze a fair amount, but 
nowhere near as much as we'd hoped. 


And so to the next year, which was last 
year. We decided to plant our garden 
north of the house, instead of to the east 
of it, as we'd done previously.

We 
assured him that it took about four years 
to work up a good mulch, and one must 
persevere. | got the feeling that he 
wasn't much impressed

There is a fence around the garden and 
we've made sure we have plenty of 
mulch. We've spent hours loading up 
the wheel-barrow with well-rotted 
manure, dry leaves and old straw and 
spreading it on good and thick, but it 
will be worth it. I've enjoyed every 
minute of it and feel we've both learned 
from our mistakes and omissions.!'ve no 
doubt that while our neighbours are 
expending energy on their war with 
weeds, I'll just be tossing mulch on the 
odd one which may crop up.

A dinner was held at Prince Edward 
Collegiate Institute in Picton last 
Thursday night to mark the end of an 
unforgettable week for 42 students from 
Matane, Quebec. The buffet, sponsored 
by the Prince Edward County Board of 
Education was one of several events 
which the Matane students took part 
during their week in Prince Edward 
County. 


The students stayed at the homes of 
their exchange partners until their 
departure back to Matane early Friday 
morning. Matane, a town of some 16,000 
inhabitants is situated on the Gaspe 


Peninsula, several miles east of 
Rimouski. 
During their stay here, the students 


attend PECI classes for one day, 
toured Prince Edward County and 
enjoyed a bus trip to Toronto and 
Niagara Falls. The bus trip was 
sponsored by the Rotary Club and 
Kinsmen Club of Picton. 


In early February, 42 students from 
PECI spent a week at Matane in the first 
phase of the Ontario/Quebec student 
exchange program.

Tracing family ‘Roots’ fascinating 
but can be very time consuming 


‘Everyone wants to know where they 
came from, since Roots hit the TV 
screen,’ Norm Vetere, deputy register 
general for Ontario reported recently. 


Genealogy searches jumped up 46% 
in one year, and between April 1, 1977, 
and March 31, 1978, more than 6,500 
searches for family histories were 
conducted by the registrar-general’s 
office at Queen’s Park. 


But people who really want to find 
their family roots have to search a lot 
farther than the office of the registrar- 
general, which only records events back 
about 100 years. 


‘Tracing your family’s history is 
fascinating, but it takes a lot of work and 
time,’ says Hilda Jackson of Kingston, 
who has just completed collecting proof 
of the fact that she is desc ended from 
United E.mpire Loyalists. 


She rec eived her certificat of proof at 
the annual meeting of the Bay of Quinte 
Branch of the United Empire Loyalists’ 
Association of Canada, held at the UEL 
museum in Adolphustown, last 
Wednesday night. The presentation was 
made by Branch president, Richard 
Daverne of Adolphustown. 


What's the best way to start tracing 
your family history? 


‘The best way is to start with yourself 
and work backward,’ Mrs. Jackson says. 
“You can get a lot of information back to 
the 1880's from Queen's Park where 
they have facts about births, deaths and 


marriages. Back further than that, you 
have to do some digging.’ 


Even if you have a fair amount of 
information from family memories 
which have been passed down through 
the generations, it’s not easy to find the 
factual proof you need. 

Mrs. Jackson's father was Dr. H.E.Day 
of Kingston and there had been a 
Barnabas Day who came as a Loyalist to

Motorcyclist killed in 
Deseronto accident 


Last Wednesday, just after dusk, a 
young motorcyclist lost his life in a 
collision with a car just inside the 
Deseronto town limits on Highway 2. 


Stephen John Hobbs, 20, of 
Peterborough, was on his way to 
Kingston to start a new summer job 
when the collision occurred. He was a 
Queen’s student. 


The car, driven by Donald George 
Willis, 21, of Picton, was westbound. 


Both vehicles were complete write- 
offs but the car driver was not hurt. 


Mr. Willis has been charged with 
impaired driving, driving with more 
than .08 alcohol, and with criminal 
negligence causing death. 
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Were seat belts really killers? NO

| was very distressed to see the 
number of newspapers which carried 
screaming headlines such as 
these....Our seatbelt law is_ killing 
highway travellers’...‘Three died in 
crash because of seat belts’. 


The news items, over which the 
headlines appeared, reported the 
comments of a county coroner who said 
that three of the six belted passengers 
who died in a recent head-on collision 
died of massive abdominal injuries 
caused by the seat belts and that he 
would like to see the Ontario 
Government sued for its law making 
seat belts mandatory. 


| was in traffic safety work for many 
years, and | won't dispute the fact thatin 
very severe crashes, a seat belt could 
cause mortal injury...BUT ...in that type 
of collision, it is highly unlikely that the 
person would have survived without ab 
belt. 


I'm not alone in my opinion. 


Ontario's chief coroner H.B.Cotnam 
says seat belts are life savers, not killers. 


London Coroner, Bob Green, who 
studied this particlar accident, is 
reported as saying ‘if they hadn't been 
wearing belts they would have been 
thrown forward into the interior 
occupant space and would undoubt- 
edly have died of skull, head and chest 
injuries, and broken necks’...and he 
added that the fact that the injuries were 
to the high abdomen indicates the seat 
belts were being worn loosely and 
incorrectly. 


The lap belt should be worn low, 
across the pelvic bones...not across the 
soft abdomen. 


There are some excellent safety films 
where dummy passengers are exposed 
to vehicle collisions. If you haven't seen 
them, you should, and so should that 
county coroner who made those 
comments about seat belts killing 
people. 


You'd be amazed to see what happens 
to unbelted passengers. Even at low 
speeds, the passenger from the back 
seat can move forward, hit the driver 
and either kill him by the blow or drive 


him into the steering column. A 
passenger in the front can go through 
the windshield. A driver can go into the 
steering wheel or fly across the front 
seat and hit the opposite window post. 


And that’s at low speeds. Imagine 
what happens in high-speed collisions. 


The same news stories which 
reported the county coroner’s 
comments, also reported that the three 
young men in the other car were not 
belted and survived...leaving the reader 
with the impression that had they been 
belted they would be dead too. 


It is unfortunate that so many 
newspapers jumped in with scare 
headlines, giving such prominence to 
the opinions of one local county 
coroner, when so many years of 
research have gone in to proving seat 
belts’ effectiveness, and so much work 
has been done by safety-oriented 
organizations to persuade people to 
buckle up and save themselves from 
death or crippling injury. 


Many of these same newspapers did 
publish the comments of Ontario's 
Chief Coroner that seat belts are not 
killers, in later editions, but not with the 
same prominence they had given to the 
county coroner...who is fairly low on the 
totem pole. 


While we are on the subject of seat 
belts and safety, here are two final 
points. 


If you are driving a car along the same 
road | am and you're not wearing your 
seat belt, let me know sol can get onan 
alternative route. If your car 
happened to bang into mine, | want to 
know that you, as well as 1, will stay in 
place behind the wheel, where you can 
take defensive action to prevent a 
second or third banging around, 
following the first impact. 


And one last point, you'll be safer too 
if you are belted when your car catches 
fire or drops into water. If you are belted 
and stay in plac e during the impact, you 
will still be conscious and able to undo 
the belt and get out of the car. If you're 
not belted, you may be unconscious 
because your head hit something 
during the impact. 


This is what happens to an unbelted driver 


On impact, the car begins to crush and to slow down. The person inside the car has 
nothing to slow him down so he continues to move forward inside the car at 30 m.p.h. 


Within 1/10 of a second, the car has come to a complete stop. The person is still moving 


forward at 30 m.p.h. 


One-fiftieth of a second after the car has stopped, the person slams into the dashboard 
and windshield. This is the human collision. In the car’s collision it takes 1/10 of asecond 


to stop; in the human collision it takes only 1/100 of a second.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSES 
Dear Editor: 


The Ontario Nurses’ Association is 
firmly convinced that the health and 
well being of the people of Ontario in 
the 1980’s will rely largely on the 
efficient operation of community health 
agencies. Already, Health Minister 
Dennis Timbrell has made a 
commitment to increase the amount of 
money available for community health 
care. 


Health nurses have long been active in 
such work - counselling, immunization, 
eye and hearing tests for school 
children, birth control education and 
mental health follow-ups to name afew, 
but unfortunately the general public has 
very limited knowledge of the scope 
andimportance of their work. Public 
Health nurses are not even classified by 
the government as ‘essential’. 


In order to help rectify this, the Public 
Health nurses in this area of Ontario are 
putting on a presentation to which 
representatives of community agencies 
and the general public have been 
invited. 


The presentation will be on Thursday, 
May 24, at 8 p.m. in the Seminar Room, 
Central Collegiate, 24 Simcoe St. S.,

On Thursday afternoon, at 7 p.m. 
there is an excellent gardening program 
on the Toronto CBC radio station - 740 
on your AM dial. Reception is not all 
that good but it is worth trying to get. 


The gardener is Ken Reeves from 
Reeves Florists in Woodbridge; he helps 
listeners who phone in with their indoor 
and outdoor gardening problems. | 
have learned more about growing 
plants from listening to Ken for two 
years than | learned in 20 years of 
muddling around. 


| have even forgiven him for my $150 
Bird of Paradise plant. How did my Bird 
of Paradise plant get that expensive? It 
was distressingly simple. 


When | came home after spending six 
weeks in Toronto last winter, my plant 
was looking rather sickly. | thought back 
about all of Ken’s advice about sickly 
plants and remembered his dictum, 
‘When in doubt, leach’. Leach means to 
put the plantin a sink and dribble water 
through it very slowly for two hours. | 
did this and three hours later the drain 
pipe to the grease pit was plugged. 


| called the plumber whosaid the pipe 
was frozen. How could that happen, | 
complained. It is a four inch pipe. 


Well, he said, the only thing that 
might cause it is a dripping tap. But | 
have no dripping taps, | said, forgetting 
about my Bird of Paradise plant. 


| won't give you all the awful details 
but six feet of snow had to be removed 
from the top of the grease pit,then three 
inches of ice (by lighting a fire), then 
stuff poured down the pipe. 


All of this was in vain. But a kind, | 
might say noble, neighbour came with 
his garden hose and poured warm water 
into it for three hours to clear it out (I 
carried out the 61 pails of warm water 
that backed up before it was cleared). 


Between the plumber, the front-end 
loader and the Scotch for my 
neighbour, | was $150 poorer. 


It was after all this that | learned that 
the ‘dripping tap’ was, of course, the 
leaching of my now infamous Bird of 
Paradise. The slow dripping had created 
an icicle effect in the drain pipe and the 
ice simply kept building up until it 
sealed off the pipe. 


| have forgiven Ken but I think he 
should warn people who live in the 
country not to leach their plants in the 
winter. 


All of this was to lead up my 
recommendation of the book that Ken 
has just published, ‘Plant Answers That 
Work’, published by Clarke-Irwin of 
Toronto for $6.95. It is an excellent 
book, full of pact and helpful 
information. Indeed, | think it is the 
best book | have seen on how to grow 
plants and keep them healthy.

Agricultural museum worth a visit 


If you want to have a look at the type 
of farm machinery our ancestors had to 
work with in Ontario many years ago, 
you'll enjoy a trip to the Ontario 
Agricultural Museum. It is near Milton, 
not too far from Toronto, and easily 
accessible from Highway 401. 


The Museum has five display barns 
which are filled with restored tractors, 
threshers, and other types of heavy 
machinery. 


But there’s a lot more than machinery 
on display. 

The log cabin, shown in the top 
photograph above, was built back in the 
1830's. It was reconstructed at the 
Museum site and now houses displays of 
pioneer crafts. 

There is also a log blacksmith’s shop, 
which is shown in the lower photo. 


Demonstrations of the smith’s skill 
take place daily. 


The Museum opened at the 


beginning of this week and will be open 
seven days a week from now until the 
Thanksgiving weekend. 


Hours are from 10 in the morning 
until 5 in the afternoon.

‘They left their families at Sorel 
Quebec for the winter,’ she said. ‘They 
got to Sorel from New York by ships but 
the men had to make the last part of the 
trip to Kingston and beyond in flat 
bottom boats.’

Mac Maclean of the Deseronto Lions 
Club appeared before council to discuss 
the annual Deseronto Lions Club Boat 
Races on the July 1 weekend.

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New laws 
proposed for 
trespassing 


Agriculture and Food Minister Bill 
Newman said this week that the 
proposals for a new law covering 
trespass would be beneficial to both 
urban dweller and rural landowner 


He was commenting on the release by 
Attorney General Roy McMurtry of the 
White Paper, ‘Occupiers’ Liability and 
Trespass to Property’ tabled in the 
Legislature 


The White Paper describes legislation 
Proposed to limit the liability of 
Property owners towards people who 
enter their lands, and to extend the 
categories of land to which entry is 
prohibited without the landowner 
having to give notice 


The proposals are intended to 
safeguard the rights of landowners and 
at the same time to encourage them to 
make land available for recreational 
activities. They were drafted following a 
review of the present law governing 
landowners’ rights and liabilities, which 
was conducted with the assistance of 
various agricultural and recreational 
groups 

As protection against trespass, the 

proposed legislation would raise the 
fine for trespassing from $100 to $1,000 
and would permit the courts to impose 
on convicted trespassers the costs of 
prosecutions. It would also allow the 
courts to compensate landowners for 
damage caused by trespassers to 
property or crops

The proposed legislation would add 
orchards and fields under cultivation to 
the category of land to which entry is 
prohibited without the landowner 
having to post signs or give other notice. 
Under the present law, only lawns, 
gardens and enclosed lands are 
included in this category. 


The proposals also call for limiting the 
liability of owners to persons who enter 
their lands to a duty to take reasonable 
care to ensure their safety. This duty 
would not be owed to persons entering 
land for criminal purposes. 


Also proposed is a code of coloured 
markings and signs which would allow 
owners to designate which activities 
they wished to permit on their land. 


Under the system, an owner could, 
for example, permit cross-country 
skiing but prohibit all other activities on 
his land. Alternatively, he could specify 
a limited number of activities he wished 


to prohib it, thereby indicating 
permission for all other activities. 


In discussing the proposals, Mr. 
Newman said, ‘Legislation along these 
lines will go a long way towards 
protecting the farmer against the 
increasing problem of theft of crops and 
damage to property.’ 


He also said that by relieving the 
farmer of liability, the proposals would 
make more rural land available for such 
recreational uses as hunting and hiking.

Old South Bay Church gets new topping

The church grounds and the adjacent 
county road were lined with cars, many 
of which belonged to the some 200- 
member congregation of South Bay 
United Church. The attraction was two 
huge cranes from R. andj. Crane Rental, 
Belleville, which had been summoned 
to install a new steeple on the church 


The cranes arrived early in the 
morning on May 17, and the whole 
operation took a little more than an 
hour. The church building which was 
completed in 1871, was originally 
complete with a bell tower and spire, 
but never contained a bell 


Black River resident, Stewart York, 
watched from the comfort of his car last 
Thursday as the new spire was secured 
in place. He has vivid recollections of 
the original spire being placed on the 
church 


‘| remember there was a big argument 
whether the steeple should be placed at 
the front of the church or the back of 
the church,’ laughed Mr. York 


However, by 1925, the original spire 
had b ecome structurally unsound and 
had to be removed. Among those 
present last Thursday was Howard 
Dulmage who said he could remember 
when the spire was torn down. Mr. 
Dulmage attended the school which still 
remains next to the church, from 1909 to 
1917. 


By 1978, time and elements had taken 
their toll on the bell tower, and it too 
had to be removed. 


However, three years earlier, the 
South Bay Chuch had been made a gift 
of a bell from the Milford United 
Church. In the fall of last year, 4 
committee was formed to examine the 
possibility of erecting a new spire 
complete with the church bell. The only 
question was, could the 107-year-old 
church stand the combined weight of 
the items.

ABOLISH DEATH PENALTY 
Dear Editor: 


It is with particular urgency that we 
write to you in the c ourse of the 
current public debate about the death 
penalty with a request that you call the 
attention of your readers to the 
enclosed ‘Declaration of Stockholm’. 
Amnesty International 


Amnesty International is an 
independent, non-governmental 
organization which has consultative 
status with the United Nations, the 
Council of Europe, the Organization of 
American States and the Organization 
of African Unity. It works for the release 
of men and women who are in prison 
because of their beliefs, ethnic origin or 
colour, provided they have neither used 
nor advocated violence. 


Amnesty International has three 
mandates of equal importance; work on 
behalf of prisoners of conscience, the 
campaign against torture, and_ its 
campaign for the worldwide abolition 
of capital punishment. 


We are aware that many who support 
our work in the first two areas have 
hesitation about our third mandate; 
abolition of capital punishment. 
Frequently that is because they do not 
fully appreciate that capital punishment 
is the most exquisite form of physical 
and psychological torture. 


It affects not only its victims but also 
their families and degrades all who 
Participate in and condone the act of 
execution. 


To say that is not to have one whit less 
sympathy for the victims of homicide or 
our police and prison authorities who 
have to enforce the law. But, it must be 
appreciated that in our world today not 
only more or less arbitrary judicial 
executions are carried out, usually 
against the poorest and most 
defenseless members of our 
communities (there are some 70 people 
in death row in Jamaica and nearly 500 in 
the USA) but political murder directed 
against political opponents is epidemic

RAYCRAFT 


Any garden’s success depends on its 
soil, says Linda Hink, a horticultural 
information officer with Agriculture 
Canada in Ottawa. 


When a garden fails to develop 
healthy and attractive plants, it’s usually 
because the soil was neglected or 
abused. 


“If you build up the soil and maintain 
its fertility, then you will have the basis 
for a successful garden,’ Miss Hink says. 


Fertilizer alone may not be the answer 
to your garden's problems. There are 
other factors to consider. The 
proportion of organic matter found in 
the soil, the soil’s texture, its 
composition, acidity or alkalinity, its 


compactness or permeability, and its. 


drainage should be considered. 


The ideal soil consists of 20 per cent 
sand, 40 per cent clay and 40 per cent

organic matter or humus. The sand 
makes the soil easier to work, while the 
clay and humus hold the water and 
nutrients for the plants. 


If the soil is too sandy, it may be easy 
to work but it will not hold water or 
nutrients. One solution to this problem 
is to add some humus, best supplied by 
your own compost pile. 


Clay soil will hold water and nutrients, 
but it is hard to work and oxygen has 
difficulty getting to the roots. Root 
crops do not do well in clay. Again, by 
working in some humus, possibly with 
some sand, the soil can be improved. 


‘Organic matter is the key to getting a 
good crop. It increases the soil’s water- 
holding capacity, helps in drainage, 
allows oxygen into the soil while 
permitting gasses to escape. It also locks 
in the valuable nutrients that would 
otherwise be leached out with the soil 
moisture,’ Miss Hink says. 


Plants require a balanced diet 
composed mainly of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. These nutrients, 
or plant foods, can be added to the soil 
in two forms, either chemical or 
organic. Organic matter includes animal 
waste (manure), bonemeal, bloodmeal, 
peat moss, decayed vegetable matter 
and kitchen refuse. All these supply 
nutrients as they decay. If nutrients are 
needed immediately, then you might 
apply some inorganic, or chemical, 
fertilizer. The three numbers indicated 
on commercial fertilizer represent 
nitrogen, ohosphate, potash 
respectively. But be careful - over- 
application can ‘burn’ your plants. 


If your soil has enough humus, an 
occasional application of good fertilizer 
may be all your garden needs. 


‘The successful gardener knows his 
soil and what each of his plants needs in 
terms of light, moisture and soil 
conditions,’ Miss Hink adds.

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No champagne flights for ‘jet set’ cattle

Jet-set cattle winging their way from 
Canada to faraway lands used to be a 
rare spectacle. But now, especially at 
airports like Toronto International, the 
sight of pregnant heifers walking aboard 
a waiting freighter aircraft hardly raises 
and eyebrow. 


And to men like George Mraz, 
Agriculture Canada’s veterinarian in 
charge at the Toronto airport, the 
occurrence has become positively 
routine. 


Dr. Mraz is well used to supervising 
shipments of as many as 90 head of cattle 
aboard an aircraft. Up to eight 
shipments are leaving Canada by air 
every month, bound for such places as 
Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, 
Czechoslovakia, France, Holland, 
Hungary, India, Korea, Spain, Italy, 
Saudi Arabia, Swaziland and West 
Germany. 


While cabin accommodation for 
cattle doesn’t exactly fit into the 
champagne-class overseas flights, great 
care is taken to ensure that animals are 
comfortable and safe from harm. 


Some airlines require larger animals 
to be individually crated, while others - 
including Air Canada - section off the 
interior of their cargo jets. A recent 
shipment of 79 pregnant Holstein 
heifers to Haiti saw five or six animals 
contained in each section. 


Aluminum railings are securely 
fastened down the length of the interior 
of the aircraft, and others placed across 
to form pens. The floor is covered first 
with metal pallets, plastic sheeting, then 
tar paper, insulation boards and finally 
sawdust. 


Fans on the ceiling of the cabin-hold 
area ensure air circultion; animals may 
be leaving sub-zero weather in Toronto 
to arrive in tropical conditions a few 
hours later. 


‘Aside from all the health-testing 
requirements we have, one of our major 
concerns is to make sure that the 
transportation upsets the animals as 
little as possible,’ Dr. Mraz says. 


HEALTHY REPUTATION 


Agriculture Canada veterinarians 
carefully inspect all animals scheduled 
for export for signs of illness as well as 
their general health status. 


“Our reputation for having one of the 
healthiest cattle populations in the 


world took a lot of work,’ Dr. Mraz 
says. ‘We have to be absolutely sure that 


all animals leaving for foreign countries 
are in top physical condition.’ 


Animals selected for export are 
subjected to health examinations and 
testing by Agriculture Canada 
veterinarians. Blood samples are 
obtained from the animals at least 30 
days prior to shipment. These samples 
are used to test for a variety of diseases, 
and veterinarians follow up with what 
amounts to a complete physical check- 
up. 

If blood tests prove negative, the 
animals are approved for export. But 
there is another examination by 
Agriculture Canada veterinarians 24 
hours before shipment, and at the time 
of loading to ensure absence of clinical 
signs of disease and physical fitness for 
the flight. 


Export officials say that the health 
status of Canadian animals is one reason 
they are in demand in other countries. 
But the genetic makeup of dairy animals 
is the prime reason that purchasers shop 
for cattle in Canada. 


Holstein heifers that have been bred 
are the most in demand. 


‘Their genetic makeup - a product of 
years of perseverance and hard work by 
Canadian breeders - is much superior to 
that available in most other countries,’ 
De. Mraz says. 


For the immediate future, indications 
are that such shipments of cattle by air 
from Canada will increase in number. 


But in the not too distant future, small 
packages containing as many as 100 or 
even 200 animals could replace the 
cattle shipments. Some small-package 
shipments already have been made on 
an experimental basis. 


MAY SEND EMBRYOS INSTEAD 


Scientists at Agriculture Canada’s 
Animal Diseases Research Institute in 
Ottawa, who already have perfected the 
transfer of embryos from one cow to 
another and have successfully sexed and 
transferred two-wee-old embryos, are 
continuing developmental work on 
chromosomal examinatin and sexing of 
seven-day-old embryos with a view to 
preventing the transmission of disease. 


Embryos removed from a cow are 
examined under a microscope and 
some cells are removed from inside the 
shell of the embryo, using special micro 
instruments. By this method, possible 
chromosomal abnormalities as well as 
the sex of the embryo can be 


determined. 


But research now includes 
suspending the development of 
embryos by freez ing. The system is 
complex, with the embryo being 
immersed in a protective fluid and the 
temperature being gradually reduced 
so as to avoid the formation of ice 
crystals within the embryo. 


Then the embryo is stored in liquid 
nitrogen at a temperature of - 196 
degrees C. 


Some success already has been 
achieved in commercial Canadian 
enterprises in thawing the embryos 
some time later and implanting them in 
cows. Pregnancy then continues to term

without di fficulties. 


The main thrust of the research now is 
to increase the percentage of frozen 
embryos that emerge from their 
suspended state and continue their 
normal development during 
pregnancy. 

\t may be that when that important 
advance is made, large commercial 
shipments of livestock by air will be a 
thing of the past. A small package 
containing embryos in liquid nitrogen 
will take their place. 


However, there will probably always 
be a place for export of select high- 
quality breeding stock, especially bulls 
to a number of foreign countries.

Busy programme at Bellrock Mill 


The joint effort between the 
Township of Portland and the Napanee 
Region Conservation to rehabilitate the 
old water-powered grist and saw mill at 
Bell Rock in Portland Township is finally 
becoming a reality. 


On June 10, there will be display of 
antique dolls and on June 3, Jim 
Keirstead, the well-known local artist, 
will be on site to discuss his work. 


On June 24, a classic and antique car 
club will visit the Mill and these 
interesting vehicles will be on display 
for everyone to view and discuss with 
their proud owners 


The July 1 weekend will be the 
occasion for a canoe race from Second 
Depot Lake down to First Lake to the 
Mill and at the Mill there will be log 
rolling and possible competitions if 
sufficient brave competitors can be 
found. 


Further activites for September, 
October and the Thanksgiving weekend 
include crafts and rug hooking, a corn 
roast, wood carving demonstrations 
and cider pressing. 


Throughout the season, the Mill will 
be open for demonstrations of log 
sawing. Shingle cutting and other 
operations will eventually be carried out 
in the old Mill which is run entirely by 
the water power of Depot Creek. 


The Mill has been restored largely 
through direct contributions by the 
Township of Portland, Museums Grants 
from the Ontario Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation and a major Canada 
Works Grant from the Federal 
Government. 


The site is owned and operated by the 
Napanee Region Conservation 
Authority as a joint water management 
project (there are two holding dams on 


site) and an historic site program. 


The Mill was officially opened in 
August.of 1978 to the roll of the drums 
and much fanfare provided by a special 
detachment from the Fort Henry Guard. 


Persons wishing more information on 
the Mill including tour arrangements, 
entrance fees, etc, should contact the 
Conservation Authority office in 
Napanee or the Bell Rock Mill listed 
under Verona in the telephone book. 


Bell Rock is about six kilometres due 
west of Verona on the Bell Rock Road.

We had an interesting conversation 
with Jack Ellis, the Progressive 
Conservative candidate chosen to 
represent the new riding of Prince 
Edward/Hastings in last week's Federal 
election. 


Mr. Ellis rolled into town with his 
mobile office last Friday and invited us 
over for a chat. 


We thought our readers would be as 
interested as we were in knowing what 
his ideas were on some of the major 
questions facing this area today, and 
what he intends to do about some of 
them now that his party has taken over 
the reins at Ottawa. 


UNEMPLOYMENT: ‘I'll do all | can to 
get jobs through private industry.’ 


Asked his opinion on the federal 
grants which have been coming 
through Canada Works and similar 
projects, he said, ‘There’s not one 
permanent job going to come out of 
one of them. We might create some jobs 
just to create jobs, but they would be for 
students returning to school in the fall, 
not for people entering the labour 
market.’ 


SOCIAL BENEFITS AND WELFARE: ‘| 
will support a trend to tighten up 
welfare legislation.’ 


When reminded that there were few, 
if any jobs, for the people on welfar 
now, he added, ‘At the same time, we 
would be working on an economic 
policy to provide jobs.’ 


GOVERNMENT SPENDING: ‘If they 
don’t take every department apart and 
put it back together again they'd be 
foolish. The Government departments 
have been too free with money.” 


MINORITY SITUTATION: ‘Joe Clark 
won't bargain for support. I think he has 
agreed to consult and he has made it 
clear that we wouldn't bring in any 
major legislation without consultation 
... but he doesn’t have to go hat in hand.’ 


‘Clark may call a session early and 
make it a short session...only 
introducing the more readily 
understood and more accessible 
legislation.’ 


TARIFFS AND TOMATOES: ‘One of the 
early things I’m going to have to work 
on. It was ina bill that died on the order 
papers when an election was called.”

Deseronto mill rate 
up about 10 percent 


Deseronto people got the news about 
this year’s tax rate at Monday night's 
meeting of Town Council ... and, yes ... 
taxes are going up ... 10.9% for 
residential and 10.8% for commercial. 


On a residential property assessed at 
$2,000 (about the average assessment in 
town), taxes for 1979 will be $213.70, 
compared with $192.68 last year. 
Education taxes jumped 15.9% over last 
year, and town general and county 
purpose taxes rose 7.1%, 


The total amount to be raised from 
property taxation this year is $300,287, a 
12%. jump over last year. 


‘We had limited resources to work 
with and | think we came up with an 
acceptable budget,’ said Councillor 
Roger Cole, chairman of the municipal 
administration committee.

Poor communication on pilot project 


Last August, Prince Edward/Hastings 
was chosen as one of four Ontario areas 
to set up a pilot project for. co- 
ordinating childrens’ services. 


At that time, Ontario's Minister of 
Community and Social Services 
(COMSOC), Keith Norton, said, ‘Itis our 
long-term goal to see local committees 
throughout the province responsible 
for the planning, evaluation and 
funding of children’s services in their 
respective areas...in short, we wish to 
have a system that has as its base 
decision-making and priority-setting at 
the local level.” 


Some people were worried...part- 
icularly in the Prince Edward Children’s 
Aid Society...that local decision-making 
would go out the window, with some 
sort of ‘big brother’ at Queen’s Park 
holding the reins. 


The question of local autonomy came 
up again in October, when a Canadian 
Press story reported that ‘the semi- 
autonomous status of the province's 51 

Children’s Aid Societies would end 
under amendments approved by a 
committee of the Ontario Legislature.’ 


‘Not so,’ said Gerry Duda of the 
COMSOC office in Belleville. ‘The 
agency will still have its own board but 
the province will provide standards and 
check that they are followed.’ 


Now another little point has just 
arisen which leads us to wonder just 
how much importance is going to be 
given to local input. 


One of the first things to be done in 
the pilot project area was to setup sub- 
regional committees for local input. 


Such a committee was set up last week 
in Bloomfield to ‘communicate directly 
with the core committee’...whoever, 
whatever and wherever that is. 


The Scanner tried the COMSOC 
office in Belleville on Monday morning 
for more information...with no success. 
Mr. Duda has moved the Kingston 
district COMSOC office and no one at 
the Belleville office was able to tell us 
who is looking after the local project. 
We were advised to call (long distance, 
at our own expense) to Kingston to see 
what was going on. 


So much for local communication! 


Anyway, these are the people from 
Prince Edward who were chosen to 
make up the nine-person sub-regional 
committee...six service providers and 
three consumers of service drawn from 
the public at large...Alfred Newnham, 
Lyle Vanclief, Jewel Vince, Lynn 
McKnight, Brian Wilson, Dorothy 
McDonald, Evelyn Beaumont, Russ 
Williams, Maureen Finnegan, Kathy 
Stringer and Bob Green.

Last September 15, 1975, two seemingly 
deserted cedar waxwing fledglings were 
brought to my friend, Ruth Wallbridge 
and me to try to raise. Branches were 
placed in two windows, and soon Tippy, 
so named because of bits of white and 
yellow on the tip of his tail was flying 
from window to window. His menu of 
wild grapes and asparagus berries 
agreed with him, helping him develop 
into a beautiful olive green coloured 
bird with black, yellow and white trim. 
His very noticeable crest was raised 
when he became excited. 


To give the birds fresh air and sunshine 
the birds were put outdoors during the 
day in a pen five feet by three feet made 


of chicken wire sides and topped with 
netting. A couple of branches for 
perches were poked through the wire, 
making their pen complete. 


After a week or ten days we removed 
the netting. Tippy flew to the top of the 
wire. As he sat considering the situation, 
our dog, Happy, appeared close by, and 
Tippy thought it better to put some 
distance between them, and flew to a 
nearby plum tree.

Tiny developed much more slowly. Her 
one little foot had a small white growth 
She lacked the glossy look tippy had, 
and her tail was just an untidy looking 
short stub.

On November the 7th., we took Tiny to 
the animal hospital in Picton. The 
veterinarian did not advise removing 
the growth but to give her corn and 
wheat to improve her plumage. Though 
it was good not to have to put her to 
sleep as we thought he might advise, it 
was quite a difficult undertaking to keep 


a wild bird free in my room through the 
winter. 


From the time of this addition to her 
fruit diet, Tiny began to improve.

Squirting water on her did not meet 
with Tiny's approval, so it was fortunate 
she learned to sit on the edge of the 
pyrex pie plate and throw water on 
herself. Finally she became brave 
enough to get into the water and splash 
After this, her feathers soon gained a 


glossy, well kept look. 


During the winter, Tiny began 
perching higher in the branches and 
flying a little.

Minimum wage for some — not others 


Hastings has a softer approach in 
interpreting the welfare legislation. 
‘Strictly interpreting the legislation 
we could cut an able-bodied family man 
off welfare if he didn’t take a job 
offered,’ said Director Tucker of the 
Hastings Social Services, ‘but we never 
require a man with a family to accept 
less than welfare payment,’ he said. 


Harvesting of the tomato crop does at 
least provide minimum pay ... if you are 
an average worker. 


The Farm Labour Pool in Belleville, 
which is associated with Canada 
Manpower, told us that the minimum 
wage applies to tomato harvest but 
wages can be paid on a piece-work basis 
as long as the rate for piece work would 
equal $3 an hour for an average 
worker.

‘The whole agriculture field is one 
that has to be investigated. The 
government kept a tight lid on what 
they did in Geneva...what did they give 
away in return for cheese export 
increases...and how will they get the 
aged cheddar to export when there isn’t 
enough milk for cheddar now?’ 


OFF-SHORE LABOUR: ‘Specifically, 
can’t do away with off-shore labour 
program right now...piece work level is 


set about minimum wage but off-shore _ 


labour manage to make about $10 an 
hour.’ 


Asked about the difficulty local 
labour had getting to the farms to work, 
he said,‘When our kids were in high 
school, we used to drive them out tothe 
farms to work.” 


PETROCAN: ‘The Federal Government 
used to have 45% of Pan Arctic and 
turned it over to Petrocan...just added 
another bureaucracy.’ 


QUINTE MINI FOOD TERMINAL: 
‘Obviously it was an election gimmick. 
The study wasn’t done by the deadline 
date of April 30. Will they get paid the 
$18,00? We'll have to find out.’ 


WHAT ABOUT A CABINET POST: 
‘There is no way realistically | can look 
for a cabinet seat. There are three R's to 
becoming a cabinet minister...region, 
religion and, last, the right man. That's 
one of the facts of life.’ 


‘There are four of us cheek to jowl 


along this area and you can’t have too 
many from Eastern Ontario. Lawrence, 
Hees and Flora MacDonald have greater 
claim.’ 


THREE NEW BILLS: ‘I was in Ottawa by 
10 o'clock the morning after the 
election. One reason was that you have 
to file private members’ bills early. One 
of my bills is to shorten the election 
campaign. | suggest 6 weeks. The first 
two for enumeration with no 
advertising.’ 

Asked about a permanent voter's list 
which individuals would have to keep 
up to date,eliminating the need for 
enumeration, he said, ‘That’s a bit more 
regulation than | like. The Social 
Insurance Number system has been 
abused.’ 


His second bill concerns the Electoral 
Boundaries Commission Act. ‘After 
every 10-year census, the commission 
has to take changes into account and 
make changes in ridings. 1961 was 
implemented in 1965. 1971 was just 
implemented in 1979. I’m suggesting no 
action be taken by the commission after 
the 1981 census...no good reason to 
disturb boundaries again so soon.’ 


And his third bill is not to raise the 
number of MP’s over 282. ‘There is no 
justification for more. There are certain 
basic costs for an MP. The members can 
handle more people. The legislation 
now is automatic and the number of 
members is based on the number of 
people.’

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Bird banding in full swing at Prince Edward Point

The banding of birds is under way 
again at Prince Edward Point, situated at 
the tip of the Long Point Peninsula in 
South Marysburgh Township, about 25

Bird banding started in the spring of 
1975, almost a decade after the Kingston 
Field Naturalists accidentally discovered 
this point of land was an important stop- 
over for migratory birds on their 
journey northward every spring, and 
again in the fall during the autumn 
migration 


According to Helen Quilliam, a 
licenced bander and member of the 
KFN, more than 46,000 migratory birds 
hve been banded at the point under the 
auspices of the Prince Edward Point Bird 
Observatory. 


The observatory was founded in 1975 
when the KFN obtained a five-year lease 
from Parks Canada on two acres of 
property at the point which included 
the defunct lighthouse which the group 
uses as its headquarters. This 
observatory is ane of three such 
observatories on the Canadian side of 
the Great Lakes, the other two located at 
Toronto and Long Point in Lake Erie. 


The Kingston Field Naturalists were 
instrumental last year in the setting aside 
of just under 500 acres of the migratory 
habitat as a wildlife sanctuary. 


It is on this property where the 
banders conduct their studies and set up

their numerous mist nets which are used 
to trap the birds passing through. Upon 
capture, the banding is performed and 
other data from each individual bird is 
recorded and the bird allowed to go 
free. 


Recently the club collected blood 
samples from some of the birds they 
trapped in co-operation with the 
Ministry of Health to determine if 
migratory birds were indirect carriers of 
encephalitis. 


Recent studies elsewhere showed 
that many of the influenza viruses of 
ducks multiply in the cells lining the 
intestinal tract and are shed in high 
concentrations into the water. 


These viruses would remain viable for 
several weeks and it is therefore likely 
that influenza is a waterborn infection, 
at least among avian species, 
transmitting from wild ducks to 
domestic animals, and perhaps even to 
man through untreated water. 


Uninformed people may be 
somewhat skeptical as to the 
importance of bird banding. Banding 
operations provide a wealth of 
information, not only on migration 
routes of various species but also on 
population trends, wintering grounds, 
life expectancy, all of which is recorded 
and stored on file. 


During the controversy last summer 
over the purchasing of the property in 
which it was feared the livelihood of 
commercial fishermen might be 
jeopardized by the area becoming a 
wildlife sanctuary, sensational 
photographs by ‘concerned residents’ 
of trapped birds which had died in the 
nets were circulated.

Stated one bander who was visibly 
upset over the incident, ‘Some mortality 
is bound to occur, especially when such 
high numbers of birds (about 15,000 per 
year) are involved, but the number is 
infinitesimal when compared to the 
thousands killed every year by man- 
made structures, on highways, etc., 
many of them unnecessarily.’ 


Birds rare to Ontario frequently show 
up at Prince Edward Point during the 
banding operations. In just o 1e week 
this spring, a cerulean warbler, white- 
eyed vireo, yellow-breasted chat, 
kentucky warbler and two blue-winged 
warblers, all very rare occurrences in 
Ontario, were trapped and banded. 


Point Pelee, considered the main 
focal point for migratory birds in the 
province, is having a run for its money, 
said one bander present at the point this 
spring. ‘Although the rarities may not 
occur at Prince Edward Point in the 
numbers which they do at Point Pelee; 
there is no doubt that it compliments 
Point Pelee and is the second best 
migratory stop-over in Ontario’.

Lyle Vanclief of Ameliasburgh is the 
featured Ontario mixed farmer in the 
CBC production: The Wizard of 
Willowlee. The film was originally aired 
on January 14, 1979, and will be shown 
again on Tuesday, June 5 at 8:30 p.m. as 
the second in a new mini-series 
entitled: The Rare Breed: Close Up of 
Canada’s Food Producers. Viewers can 
see it on CKWS, Kingston; CHEX, 
Peterborough; and CJOH, Ottawa 


The series of six films focuses on 
Canada’s food production and some of 
the issues surrounding the super-sized 
industry in this country 


Mixed farming was the usual style of 
Ontario farmers in the past; specialized 
farming has become the style of today 
But Lyle Vanclief combines both the 
past and the present styles at his 
Willowlee Farms in the northerly part of 
Prince Edward County where he grows 
17 crops n his 1,000 acres 


The highly diversified operation so 
impressed CBC producer Ray Burley 
that he shot 10,000 feet of film - which 
had to be cut to 1,000 feet for the half 
hour show. Burley and his film crew 
returned seven times in capturing a 
profile of the young farmer, and in 
recording the harvesting and life style at 
Willowlee Farms from mid June until 
November 


Lyle’s father, Clarence Vanclief 
bought the original 170 acre farm in 
1943. Until 1964 they had a dairy herd, 
feeder hogs, one acre of strawberries 
and some cash crops 


When Lyle graduated from the 
University of Guelph with a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Agriculture in 1966, 
he had dreams of a large dairy herd, but 
found the dairy industry in a state of 
upheaval at that time. The Vancliefs 

stayed with diversified farming, and 

formed a family corporation. 


When they finished 800 hogs for 
market in 1972, they ventured into their 
own farrowing, rather than buying 
weaner pigs to fatten for market. Today, 
they keep 150 farrowing sows, and 


market about 2,800 bacon hogs per year. 


The one acre of strawberries has 
grown to 25 acres. Half of the strawberry 
crop is sold to stores and wholesalers; 
the other half is marketed on a ‘pick 
your own’ operation. Something new 
has been added to their strawberry 
growing this year 

‘We've gone to solid set irrigation,’ 
said Lyle. ‘We've placed irrigation pipes 
and sprinklers in the fields and they will 
remain in fixed position for the 

remainder of the harvest. Previously, we 

had to do half acre strips at a time. The 
solid set irrigation also fives frost and

heat protection. Now we can make tt 
rain whenever we need it.’ 


The helicopter duster was on hand to 
‘dust’ the 35 acres of potatoes last year 
during the filming, and a CBC 
cameraman went up with him to shoot 
aerial views 


‘The potato crop plus 70 acres of 
canning peas, 125 acres of sweet corn, 
and 10 acres of cauliflower are all 
contracted to processors,’ said Lyle ‘The 
150 acres of winter wheat and 450 acres 
of grain corn for hogs and beef cattle are 
mostly for our own use.’ 


‘We plant 75 acres of soybeans to be 
sold as dry beans for livestock feed 
through the soybean marketing board. 
And we have 45 acres of forage seed 
production. The 35 acres of alfalfa is 
divided up, some as cattle feed, some as 
cash crop.’ 


Seven years ago, Lyle started a small 
beef lot, buying mostly crossbred cattle 
and now markets approximately 400 
head per year 


The Vancliefs have four full time 
employees, and an additional six from 
Aprilto December1 ‘During strawberry 
season, the number can run to 150 with 
pickers and supervisors.
